Newfoundland and Labrador 
Premier Kathy Dimderdale is 
ruling out a new agreement 
with the southern Inuit of 
Labrador on the Muskrat Falls 
mega-project. 

Speaking at the start of a 
three-day Council of the Fed¬ 
eration meeting Wednesday, 
Dimderdale told reporters in 
Limenburg that while talks will 
continue with the NunatuKa- 
vut, the land-claim agreements 
for the massive hydroelectric 
project have already been 
signed. 

“We’ve estabhshed what the 
land claim is, what their rights 
are under that land-claim agree¬ 
ment; we have three agree¬ 
ments under the land-claim 
settlement with the Innu,” 
Dimderdale said. 


“We’re not getting into 
(monetary) discussions at this 
point in time, but we’ll con¬ 
tinue to consult as we did at the 
past.” 

Energy and natural resour¬ 
ces will be among the main 
focuses of the premier meet¬ 
ings. Muskrat Falls, the $6.2-bil- 
lion hydroelectric project an¬ 
nounced in 2010 between Nova 
Scotia and Newfoundland and 
Labrador, is on the agenda. 

In an address to the 13 pre¬ 
miers earher in the day, Betty 
Arm LavaUee, the national chief 
of the Congress of Aboriginal 
Peoples, called on Dunderdale 
to include the NunatuKavut, a 
self-identified group in Labra¬ 
dor, in negotiations. 

“They’re not even entertain¬ 
ing discussions, period. And 
that’s not inclusion,” LavaUee 
told Metro. 

“I’m sure that Premier Dex¬ 
ter would say, as the chair, to 
Premier Dunderdale that you 
need to sit down, you need to 
be inclusive.” 

In fact, Dexter refused to 
wade into those waters. 

“That’s a matter for New¬ 
foundland, for them to deal 
with,” Dexter told reporters.

Premiers deflect 
AFNcallforinquiry 
on violence against 
aboriginal women 

National Chief Shawn 
Atleo left a meeting 
Wednesday with Canada’s 
premiers without their 
full support for a pubhc in¬ 
quiry into violence against 
aboriginal women. 

The chief of the As¬ 
sembly of First Nations 
met with the premiers in 
Lunenburg, N,S„ where 
they discussed several 
issues of concern to ab¬ 
original peoples, including 
health care and natural- 
resources development. 

Afterward, he urged the 
premiers and the federal 
government to support his 
calls for a national inquiry 
into missing and slain 
aboriginal women. 

“This is a moment of 
reckoning. This is a defin¬ 
ing moment in this coun¬ 
try,” Atleo said. “We’re 
calling on these premiers 
to take what we see as 
being absolutely neces¬ 
sary and take a significant 
leadership role.” 

Nova Scotia Premier 
Darrell Dexter, who hosted 
the meeting, said the mat¬ 
ter was discussed and a 
consensus was reached to 
“watch what was happen¬ 
ing” in other provinces, 
though he didn’t elabor¬ 
ate. 

But Dexter wouldn’t 
offer unequivocal sup¬ 
port for Atleo’s call for 
an inquiry. “The gravity 
of the situation is not to 
be diminished and we 
understand very much 
the desire to get to the 
bottom of these things,” 
Dexter said. “But what I’m 
sa 3 dng is there are other 
things that are already 
underway.” 

He said a meeting 
to discuss aboriginal 
women’s issues would 
be held in Manitoba in 
November. Ottawa has 
also resisted calls for an 
inquiry, the canadean press 


'Health care, not wealth 
care,’ demand marchers

Premiers Puppets 
Parade. Activists urge 
provincial leaders to 
stand up to Stephen

Dozens of people held post¬ 
ers and puppets resembling 
the 10 provincial premiers 
as they marched through 
downtown Halifax chanting 
“Health care, not wealth 
care” on Wednesday after¬ 
noon. 

They were participating 
in the Premiers Puppets Pa¬ 
rade, a march orchestrated 
by the Nova Scotia Cit¬ 
izens’ Health Care Network. 
They’re asking the premiers 
to get Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper to renegoti¬ 
ate his plans to cut public 
health care by $31 billion 
between 2017 and 2024, 
said Adrienne Silnicki, a 
health-care campaigner for 
the Council of Canadians. 

“We’re asking the pre¬ 
miers to not be puppets; 
stand up to Harper, tell him 
that he has to get back to 
that table and that he has 
to negotiate. They need to 
do that as a united front,” 
Silnicki said at the protest.

Brian Crouse, a local protester, who 
marched holding a David Alward puppet 


for the Council of the Fed¬ 
eration meetings, which 
run Thursday and Friday. 
Health care is on the discus¬ 
sion docket. 

Locals marched with a 
busload of supporters from 
Prince Edward Island, be¬ 
ginning at the Spring Gar¬ 
den Road Memorial Public 
Library and ending on the 
waterfront. Three people 
were assigned to manipu¬ 
late each puppet and most 
wore a mask of Harper’s face 
as they chanted through the 
downtown streets. 

Maryann Chiasson has 
been the primary caregiver 
for her husband for the past 
18 years, since he suffered a 
stroke. The P.E.I. woman ap¬ 
preciates that she can send 
her husband to Brecken 
House in Charlottetown, an 
adult health-care facility, 
three days a week.

Custio Cla 3 tton was a scrawny 
kid from North Preston when 
he stepped into the boxing 
ring for his first competitive 
fight at age 10. 

He hadn’t even been spar¬ 
ring for a year since following 
an older cousin, Lucas Dow¬ 
ney, into the City of Lakes 
boxing club in Dartmouth 
to see what the punishing 
sport was all about. But he 
wasn’t intimidated and had 
no fear of being knocked to 
the canvas. 

“For some reason, it just 
felt like it was something 
1 had to do,” Cla 3 d:on says, 
laughing at the memory. 
“From that first day, there 
was something about it that 
just made me want to keep 
going more and more. 1 
didn’t give in.” 


He was a natural from 
the get-go. Just a few years 
after his first fight, he won 
his first of three straight 
national championships at 
age 13 and started dreaming 
about going to the Summer 
Olympics, a dream that will 
become a reality a few days 
from now in London. 

“When I won my first 
nationals, 1 started hearing 
about the older guys quali¬ 
fying for the Olympics,” he 
recalls. “That’s when 1 de¬ 
cided, T want to go to the 
Olympics one day.’” 

Now 24, his road to the 
Games has taken several 
twists and turns. He left the 
sport for two years in high 
school because he wanted 
to be a normal teenager and 
have fun with his friends. 


but he continued to train 
and always planned to go 
back. 

“1 knew the whole time 
1 wasn’t going to quit,” he 
says. “The whole time 1 was 
taking a break, it was still on 
my mind.” 

Even having two children 
— the first at age 18 and 
the second at 22 — didn’t 
sidetrack Clayton from 
his goal of getting to the 
Olympics. While being a 
father changed his life, he 


says he never thought about 
quitting. 

“1 was young at the 
time, but 1 was still motiv¬ 
ated,” Cla 3 d:on says. “1 don’t 
think an 3 Thing would have 
stopped me from boxing.” 

After finishing high 
school, he got back in the 
ring and proceeded to win 
three straight national 
championships. He qualified 
for the Ol 5 mipics this past 
May with a fifth-place finish 
in the 69-kilogram class at 
the American zone qualifi¬ 
ers in Brazil. 

Clayton might have fin¬ 
ished higher, but ran into 
two-time Olympian and 
eventual American zone 
winner Myke Carvalho of 
Brazil in the quarter-finals. 
He felt his loss to Carvahlo 
could have gone either way, 
and that has him brimming 
with confidence. 

“To me, I feel I can beat 
anybody they put in front of 
me,” Clayton says. 


Qualified — now what?

Custio Cla 3 d:on’s goal coming into the year was to qualify 
for the Ol 3 mipics. With that achieved, he’s reset his goals 
and is shooting for the top of the podium. 

“Just to qualify is probably the best thing anybody can 
ask for,” Cla 5 d:on says. “But 1 achieved that goal already and 
I need to look forward and look something bigger. Next 
thing bigger than that is me actually winning gold — and

Past glories 


Nova Scotians 
recent history at 
the Summer Olympics 

Nova Scotia has a strong contingent of 11 athletes — 
including several medal contenders — competing in the 
Summer Ol 3 mipics in London. 

Here’s a look at how the province’s athletes performed 
in recent years. 

2008 Olympics in Beijing 

Eight Nova Scotians went to 
Beijing, and the highlight 
was unquestionably a bronze- 
medal win by Shubenacadie 
rower Tracy Cameron. 

Then 33, Cameron, who 
only started rowing when 
she was 25, placed third in 
women’s double sculls with 
Melanie Kok of St. Cathar¬ 
ines, Ont. 

The duo edged out Ger¬ 
many for bronze by four- 
one-hundredths of a second. The race was so close that, 
immediately after it was over, Cameron and Kok weren’t 
even sure that they had won a medal. 

“When we looked over, I could see that our bow ball 
was definitely in front of the Germans,” Cameron said. “It 
was just making sure the judges were with us.” 


Faddlers were the stoiy of 
the 2004 Ol 3 mipics for Nova 
Scotia. Five of them formed 
more than half of the prov¬ 
ince’s nine-athlete contin¬ 
gent, and Lake Echo’s Steve 
Giles competed at his record 
fourth Olympics. 

Giles was Nova Soctia’s 
top finisher (fifth in the C-1 
1,000 metres) while Halifax 
table-tennis standout Fetra 
Cada, with partner Marie- 
Christine Roussy of Quebec, 
went to the third round in 
doubles. 

2000 Olympics in Sydney, Australia 

Lake Echo’s Steve 
Giles, one of sev¬ 
en Nova Scotians 
competing at the 
Ol 3 nTipics, was the 
only one to reach 
the podium. He 
raced to bronze 
in the C-1 1,000 
metres. 

“It was like 
a (culmination) 
of 20 years of 
effort,” Giles said 
afterward. “Once you win an Ol 3 mipic medal, that’s some¬ 
thing you’ll remember all your life.” 

1996 Olympics in Atlanta 

Ten Nova Scotians competed 
in Atlanta, and it was boxer 
David Defiagbon who took 
home the hardware, winning 
a silver medal in the heavy¬ 
weight division. 

Defiagbon, who moved to 
Halifax in 1992 to escape re¬ 
ligious repression in Nigeria, 
lost 20-2 on scorecards to Felix 
Savon of Cuba in the final. 

“I’ve had my dream come 
true,” he said after. “I was 
hoping for gold, but I didn’t 
get the gold. I have the silver 
and I’m pleased with it.”

Mills, the iiber-chic depart¬ 
ment store on Spring Garden 
Road, is up for sale. 

Mickey MacDonald of 
Micco Companies, who pur¬ 
chased the store from the 
MacLellan family in 2007, an¬ 
nounced he’s selhng the shop. 

“Women’s fashion has 
never been a core area of 
focus for Micco Companies, 
but Mills has always been 
such a major part of the 
downtown landscape — 1 
wanted to keep the business 
alive,” MacDonald said in a 
statement Wednesday. Re¬ 
quests for interviews from 
Micco Companies were not 
returned Wednesday. 


MacDonald, who also 
owns the Chickenburger 
franchise, said the store is for 
sale, but is keeping the build¬ 
ing on Spring Garden Road, 
the Shops of Mills. It’s home 
to 12 retailers, including Lulu- 
lemon, David’s Tea and the 
Daily Grind Cafe. 

“After five years and lots of 
hard work, I feel the time is 
right to pass the baton along 
to someone who understands 
and is passionate about fash¬ 
ion and beauty.” MacDonald 
said. 

MacDonald hired WBLI 
Chartered Accountants to 
find a buyer.

Heavy rainfall 


Beaches closed 
due to overflow at 
pumping stations 

Black Rock and Dingle 
beaches have been 
closed until further no¬ 
tice due to the amount 
of rain in HRM Tuesday. 

The heavy rainfall 
caused two pumping 
stations for the waste¬ 
water-collection system 
to overflow for over 
an hour. The beaches, 
located on the shoreline 
of the harbour within 
Point Pleasant Park and 
along the arm, are near 
the pumps. 

vWien pumping sta¬ 
tions overflow for an 
hour, protocol states the 
beaches must close until 
the water can be tested 
for contamination, said 
Cameron Deacoff of 
HRM’s energy and en¬ 
vironment department. 

The water will be 
tested for E. coli bac¬ 
teria. The bacteria level 
must be below 200 for 
the beaches to remain 
open. 

Deacoff said the 
beaches will hopefully 
be open again by the 
weekend.

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Sharing cultural ties and advice helps 
foreign students succeed 


When international student Jessica Li arrived 
from China to study commerce at the University 
of British Columbia, she felt at ease in her 
peaceful new environment. "I guess I can adapt 
quickly, since I transferred schools three times 
when I was a child, and I studied alone in England 
at age 11," reflects Jessica, who readily settled 
into Canadian student life. 

But Jessica does recall one decision she wished 
she made differently during her first days in 
Canada: "I thought that any nearby bank would 
do, so I opened an account without shopping 
around." She realized her error later, when she 
applied for a secured credit card at her bank and 
waited two months before discovering they had 
lost her security deposit.

UN General-Secretaiy Ban Ki- 
moon said Wednesday the 
world must unite in its re¬ 
sponse to S 3 n:ia’s civil war and 
do all it can to stop what he 
called the slaughter taking 
place there. 

Speaking in Sarajevo, Ban 
said other countries inter¬ 
vened in Libya and the Ivory 
Coast to stop widespread kill¬ 
ing there, but failed during 
Bosnia’s 1992-95 war to pre¬ 
vent Bosnian Serbs from kill¬ 
ing more than 8,000 Muslim 
Bosniaks in Srebrenica while 
the town was officially under 
UN protection.

“We must work to prevent 
and respond to grave viola¬ 
tions of international humani¬ 
tarian law. That is why we act¬ 
ed in Libya. We acted in Cote 
d’Ivoire (Ivory Coast). Today, 
the international community 


is being tested in S 3 n:ia,” Ban 
said in a speech to Bosnia’s 
Parhament. 

As he spoke, S 3 a’ian tanks 
attacked insurgents in Alep¬ 
po, S 3 n:ia, in an effort to end a 
five-day rebel fight to take the 
city. Activists say that S 3 n'ia’s 
16-month-old uprising has 
killed 19,000 people. 

The UN chief urged the 
international community to 
act together to take what he 
called “meaningful action.” 

“Without unity, there will 
be more bloodshed. More 
deadlock means more dead,” 
Ban said. “That is why, here 
in the heart of a healing Bos¬ 
nia and Herzegovina, I make 
a plea to the world: Do not 
delay.

Former U.S. congresswoman 
Gabrielle Giffords toured a 
European particle-physics 
laboratory Wednesday, cheer¬ 
fully facing reporters but say¬ 
ing little during her first trip 
abroad since being shot in 
the head last year. 

Giffords was accompanying 
her husband, retired astronaut 
Mark Kelly, on a visit to the 
European Genter for Nuclear 
Research. The lab, known as 
GERN, had assembled a $2-bil- 
hon cosmic-ray detector that 
Kelly and his team carried to 
the International Space Station 
in May 2011. 

That mission came just 
months after Giffords, a law¬ 
maker from Arizona, was 
shot by a gunman in a Jan. 



8, 2011, rampage that killed 
six and wounded 13 outside 
a Tucson supermarket. Since 
then, Giffords has undergone 
intensive therapy and made 
dramatic progress, but she 
also decided to leave her seat 
in Gongress to focus on her 
recovery. 


During a press confer¬ 
ence Wednesday, Kelly 
joined GERN officials and 
four other astronauts in re¬ 
calling the delicate task of 
installing the seven-ton Al¬ 
pha Magnetic Spectrometer 
on the space station so that 
it could scan the universe 
for signs of dark matter 
and anti-matter. Kelly com¬ 
manded the mission, which 
was the final flight of Space 
Shuttle Endeavour. 

Nobel laureate Samuel 
Ting, a physicist at the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy and the principal investiga¬ 
tor for the GERN-based project, 
said the detector is functioning 
“perfectly” and an internation¬ 
al team of 600 scientists has 
now collected data from 18 bil- 
hon cosmic rays. 

Giffords, a Democrat, 
served on the House Science 
and Technology Gommittee, 
and took on NASA affairs 
while heading the space sub¬ 
committee. Ting singled her 
out for praise because of her 
support for the U.S. space pro¬ 
gram.

London Games. Saudi 
Arabia sending first 
women to Olympics 


The two women who will be¬ 
come the first female athletes 
to compete for Saudi Arabia at 
the Olympics have walked very 
different paths that will meet at 
the London Games. 

One is a distance runner 
raised in Galifomia who has 
spent little time in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia but hopes to become a “big 
mspiration” for women in the 
Idngdom, which severely re¬ 
stricts women in public life 
and effectively bans them from 
sports. 

The other practises judo, 
but she has hardly ever left 
Saudi Arabia and has never 
competed. 

vWiile Sarah Attar was run¬ 
ning cross-country for her high 
school in the United States, 
Wojdan Ali Seraj Abdulrahim 
Shahrkhani was watching judo 
on television and hstening to 
her brothers talk about it. 

Then one day she told her 
father, a judo coach and an 
mtemational referee m the 
sport, that she wanted to train. 

“She said, ‘I want to be like 
you, I want to become very 
good,”’ her father, Ali Seraj Ab- 
duhahim Shahrkhani, told The 
Associated Press. “I said, ‘OK, 


you want to train? I will coach 
you at home.’” 

Saudi Arabia is allowing 
them to compete after the 
International Olympic Gommit- 
tee and human-rights groups 
put intense pressure on the 
kingdom to end its practice of 
sending all-male teams to the 
Olympics. 

After C^atar and Brunei 
annoimced they would send 
women, Saudi Arabia would 
have been the only country 
with no women on the team. 
Instead, the London Games will 
be the first m Olympic history 
in which women are repre¬ 
sented in every national delega¬ 
tion. 

Women m Saudi Arabia can¬ 
not register for sports clubs or 
league competitions. They are 
banned from entering national 
trials, which makes it impos¬ 
sible for them to qualify for 
international competitions, in¬ 
cluding the Olympics. 

Neither Attar or Shahrkhan 
technically qualified, but 
they received special invita¬ 
tions from the lOG “based on 
the quahty of the athletes,” 
lOG chief Jacques Rogge said.

Firearms sales are surging after 
last week’s Colorado theatre 
massacre as buyers fear that 
pohticians may use the shoot¬ 
ings to seek new restrictions 
on owning weapons. 

Some Democratic law¬ 
makers in Congress cited the 
shooting as evidence of the 
need for tougher gun control 
laws — particularly a ban on 
high-capacity ammunition 
magazines. Congress, how¬ 
ever, hasn’t passed strict legis¬ 
lation in more than a decade, 
and leaders in Washington 
show no sign of bringing up 
such measures any time soon. 

In Colorado, where Friday’s 


sales surge across 


shooting killed 12, gun sales 
jumped in the three days that 
followed. The state approved 
background checks for 2,887 
people who wanted to pur¬ 
chase a firearm — 25 per cent 
more than the average Friday- 
to-Sunday period in 2012 and 
43 per cent more than the 
same interval the week prior. 

Dick Rutan, owner of Gun¬ 
ners Den in Arvada, Colo., said 
requests for concealed-weapon 
certification “are off the hook.” 
His course in gun safety, re¬ 
quired for certification for a 
concealed-weapons permit in 
Colorado, has drawn double 
the interest since Friday. 

“What they’re sa 3 ting is, 
they want to have a chance. 
They want to have the abil¬ 
ity to protect themselves and 
their families if they are in 
a situation like what hap¬ 
pened in the movie theatre,” 
Rutan said.

Beijing’s mayor is apparently 
still on track to be promoted 
to China’s powerful decision¬ 
making body despite public 
questioning of the city govern¬ 
ment’s handling of floods that 
left at least 37 dead.

The mother of a man who was 
shot by Anaheim, Calif, police 
ofiicers has condemned violent 
protests against the killing, say¬ 
ing Wednesday that she did not 
want them to become her son’s 
legacy. 

“I watched as my son took 
his last breath. I watched as 
his heart stopped beating 
for the last time,” Genevieve 
Huizar said, breaking into sobs. 
“Please, please, please stop the 
violence. It’s not going to bring 
my son back, and this is the 
worst thing any mother could 
go through.” 

Her news conference fol¬ 
lowed a fourth day of violent 
protests over Saturday’s police 
shooting of Manuel Diaz, and 
the Sunday death of another 
man. 

As many as 1,000 demon¬ 
strators surged through down¬ 
town Tuesday night, smashing 
shop windows, setting trash 
fires and hurling rocks and bot¬ 
tles at pohce, authorities said. 

Huizar said her family has 
not participated in any vio¬ 
lence. 

At an earlier news confer¬ 
ence, Mayor Tom Tait said the 
U.S. attorney’s office had agreed 
to review the officer-involved 
shootings and that he planned 
to meet with members of that 
office and the FBI on Friday. 

The shootings and resulting 
demonstrations marred the im¬ 


age of the Orange County city, 
which is home to Disneyland 
and the Angels baseball team, 
but also has neighbourhoods 
teeming with gritty apart¬ 
ments. 

The violence downtown 
spread into Wednesday mor¬ 
ning and left 20 stores with 
shattered windows.

Singing a different tune, 
for $10M by toy company over doll deal 


A toy company is suing Lady 
Gaga for more than $10 mil¬ 
lion US, claiming the pop 
star sabotaged a deal to 
make a doll in her likeness 
that would play snippets of 
her music. 

In a suit filed in New 
York City on Tuesday, MGA 
Entertainment, the maker 
of the popular Bratz doll 
line, said it paid a $1-mil¬ 
lion advance to the com¬ 
pany that handles Gaga’s 
merchandizing and spent a 
mint racing to meet dead¬ 
lines to ship the dolls this 
summer. 

The dolls were to feature 
some of the singer’s out¬ 
landish costumes, as well as 
a “voice chip” with samples 
of her songs. 

But the toy maker said 
the plan was derailed in the 
spring when the merchan¬ 
diser, Bravado Internation¬ 
al, abruptly tried to 
back out of the 
part of the 
deal al¬ 
lowing 
the 
dolls 



to use the singer’s music. 
MGA said Bravado then 
tried to delay sales of the 
doll until next year, when 
Gaga’s new album is ex¬ 
pected to be released. 

The toy company claimed 
the 


singer’s representatives ul¬ 
timately stopped co-operat¬ 
ing with the project while 
she went on a world tour. 
MGA said her refusal to sign 
off on the final doll designs 
is jeopardizing $28 million 
in expected revenue from 
the fall shopping season 
and holding up orders from 
10 countries. 

A representative for Lady 
Gaga called the lawsuit “ill- 
conceived” and said there 
was “no legitimate reason” 
to drag the singer into a 
dispute primarily between 
MGA and Bravado, a sub¬ 
sidiary of Universal Music 
Group. 

Bravado issued a state¬ 
ment through a spokesman 
calling the lawsuit “merit¬ 
less.”

Travelling in London an Olympic sport? 


VIP lanes, the 
Tube cause delays 

Wednesday saw an uncertain 
test of the British capital’s 
Olympic transport plan, as 
lanes reserved for Olympic 
VIPs came into force two 
days before the start of the 
Games and the city’s crealqr 
subway system struggled 
with ghtches. 

Traffic jams blocked some 
of the main routes into the 
city as the wildly impopular 
“Games Lanes” took effect. 
The 48 kilometres of lanes 
are to operate from 6 a.m. 
to midnight throughout the 
Games, and cars or taxi cabs 


that stray into them face a 
$200 US fine. 

Thousands of London 
drivers have switched to 
public transport, only to 
encounter severe delays on 
several undergroimd subway 
lines caused by power-supply 
problems and signal failures. 
Severe delays were reported 
Wednesday on the city’s 
Central and Hammersmith 
subway lines. 

Transportation is London’s 
weak spot; Traffic often clogs 
up on its narrow, historic 
roads, bus schedules can 
change at a moment’s notice, 
and the famous Undergroimd 
suffers from daily delays and 
infrastructure that in parts is 
more than a centuiy old.

Can a monkey save NBC? 

The network that rou¬ 
tinely finishes last in ratings 
among the big four broadcast 
companies is in a state of tran¬ 
sition, most obviously seen in 
its approach to comedy this 
fall. 

Where NBC has been a ha¬ 
ven for critically loved, cult- 
hit sitcoms that don’t draw 
massive amounts of viewers, 
the network is now introdu¬ 
cing comedies starring a lab- 
coat wearing monkey (Animal 
Practice) and babies raised 
by clueless, yet caring, dads 
(Guys with Kids.) 

“We’re going to transition 
with our comedy program¬ 


ming and ... try to broaden 
the audience and broaden 
what the network does,” 
Robert Greenblatt, chairman 
of NBG Entertainment, told 
journahsts gathered at the 
Television Gritics Association 
press tour in Beverly Hills, 
Galif, on Wednesday. 

“Those Thursday comed¬ 
ies, which the critics love and 
we love, tend to be a bit more 
narrow than we’d ultimately 
like as we go forward.” 

Greenblatt was referring 
to shows like Parks and Re¬ 
creation and 30 Rock, and 
more specifically, Gommun- 
ity, which featured an entire 
episode that played out in the 
style of an 8-bit video game 
last season. 

Though all three were re¬ 
newed for next season, as of 
late Gommunity has received 
little love from NBG, which 
fired the show’s creator, or¬ 
dered only 13 episodes, and 
pushed the show back to Fri¬ 
days. 

“The reason that we did 13 
episodes of that and a couple 
of our other shows is because 
we really wanted to get more 
comedies on the schedule ...

Kiefer Sutherland says don’t 
worry. Jack Bauer fans. That 
24 movie will get made, soon¬ 
er rather than later. 

“Yeah, 1 don’t want to do it 
with a cane,” says the 45-year- 
old actor, who played the 
ruthless anti-terrorist agent 
Jack Bauer for eight seasons 
on the Fox action series. 

Sutherland was at the Fox 
network’s Television Gritics 
Association summer press 
tour party Monday night 
to promote his latest ser¬ 
ies, Touch. It premiered last 
winter to good reviews but 
middle-of-the-pack ratings. 

A script for the long-de¬ 
layed 24 movie just wasn’t 
ready in time for Sutherland 
to shoot it during the hiatus 
from Touch. Fox now has pro¬ 
duction penciled in for next 
spring. 

Sutherland hopes his new 
series will be hard to sched¬ 
ule around for quite a while. 

He enjoyed working on 
the 13-episode winter and 
spring run. 

He felt the drama — about 
a father and his 11-year-old 
emotionally disturbed and 
mute son (played by David 
Mazouz) — was really hitting 
its creative stride by the end 
of that first season. 

Executive producer Tim 
Kring (Heroes) says the stakes 
will be higher when the ser¬ 
ies returns this fall. Father 
and son will be on the run. 
A new character, played by 
Maria Bello (who starred last 



fall in the short-lived drama 
Prime Suspect), will join the 
cast, a move Sutherland could 
not be more excited about. 

“She’s phenomenal,” he 
says. Bello will play a charac¬ 
ter with a child facing similar 
challenges. Gonversations 
between the two struggling 
parents will help viewers 
understand things that were 
difficult to communicate 
and explain in season one, 
as Sutherland sees it.

Canada’s women’s soccer 
team opened its London 013ml- 
pic campaign with a 2-1 loss to 
Japan on Wednesda}^, a result 
that left coach John Herdman 
“scratching one side” of his 
head and “feeling OK on the 
other.” 

Melissa Tancredi scored 
the lone goal for the No. 7 
Canadians, who managed to 
battle back against the reign¬ 
ing World Cup champion. 
Japan took a 2-0 lead into half¬ 
time and had the Canadians 
on their heels most of the 
night. 

“We knew it was going 
to be a tough game tonight; 
they^’re world champions and 
world champions for a rea¬ 
son,” Herdman said afterward. 

“But it’s the first game in 
the tournament, there’s an¬ 
other five to go for us hopeful- 
ly, and 1 think we’ve learned 
some lessons tonight.” 

The game marked Can¬ 
ada’s first competition of the 
Games, two day^s before the 
opening ceremonies in Lon¬ 
don. 

The Canadians need to fin¬ 
ish top-two in their pool — or 
be one of the two best third- 


place teams — to advance to 
the quarter-finals of the 12- 
team tournament. 

The Japanese squad that 
shocked the United States to 
win the World Cup last sum¬ 
mer lived up to its billing, 
passing and moving with 
speed and precision. 

“They^’re quick, they^’re 
crafty, they get in those tight 
little spaces that you don’t 
think they can get into,” said 
defender Lauren Sessehnann. 
“They’re an incredible team.” 

Nahomi Kawasumi and 
team captain Aya Miyama 
scored for Japan. 

Kawasumi sprinted onto 
a clever back-heel pass from 
Shinobu Ohno in the 33rd 
minute. Miyama scored on 
a header from a cross in the 
44th minute to beat Canadian 
goalkeeper Erin McLeod. 

Tancredi capitalized on the 
one really decent shot Canada 
had, connecting on a cross 
from Rhian Wilkinson in the 
55 th minute. 

“At 2-0 down an34:hing 
could have happened, we 
could easily have let the game 
go,” said Canada’s star striker 
Christine Sinclair. “But 1 think 
in the second half we came 
out and played pretty well. 
Gives us some confidence and 
in terms of goal difference, 
not a bad result against them.”
